Applicants further 
traverse the assertions within the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance inasmuch 
as those assertions do not directly recite, and therefore appropriately address, the elements of 
the claims, the teachings of the cited references and/or the complete grounds for the Board's 
decision.
